After battling with the rail- 
road, the citizens of Romulus 
have prevailed* 

Since June, a number of 
Romulus residents have pro- 
tested the proposed develop- 
merit of a railroad storage 
facility between Eureka and 
Pennsylvania roads along the 
railroad line. The construction 
was proposed by Total Dis- 
tribution Inc. t a subsidiary of 
CSX Railway Systems. 

Homeowners expressed con- 
cern about the destruction of 
wetlands in the development 
area and lengthy traffic block- 
age the additional trains would 
create at the east/west rail- 
road crossing in town. 

The development was halted 
temporarily in October by the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) after 
numerous letters, a petition 
and citizen outcry. 

‘"I’m overjoyed that we came 
through /* said one citizen who 
asked to remain anonymous. 
“As citizens and as taxpayers 
you have to stick together/* the 
resident said. 

The railroad must meet 
three DNR requirements by 
April 1, 1989 in order to con- 
tinue development. 

First, a wetlands area of 
equal or better habitat than the 
one currently on the develop- 
ment site must be established. 
The DNR rejected the previous 
railroad proposal for wetland 
mitigation. 

Next, remedies for the leng- 
thy closing of crossings must 
be provided. Recommended 
was a limit on the amount of 
time crossings may remain 
closed or construction of road

vel in satisfaction. 

William Wadsworth, a 
Romulus city council member, 
lives on Barth near the prop- 
osed development site. He was 
among the first to protest the 
effects such a project would 
have on his community. 

“The trains were going to 
ruin our town/* said Wads- 
worth. He emphasized the frus- 
tration he felt as a tax-paying 
citizen opposing a seemingly in- 
fallible railroad. 

Wadsworth stressed that his 
efforts would not have mat- 
tered without the protests of 
other residents, “If it wasn't 
for them we wouldn’t have got- 
ten to first base/* he said. 

“It's just great/ 1 said Fred 
Ray Sr., who was also actively 
protesting the development, 
“We like it just the way it is.”

Live coverage of community 
and school events is one of the 
options under consideration by 
the Romulus Cable Commis- 
sion, but more community sup- 
port is needed. 

The commission, which 
meets monthly, consists of 
community members and rep- 
resentatives of Omnicom, own- 
er of the city cable system. A 
major function of the commis- 
sion is to address needs of 
Romulus cable subscribers 
and promote community in- 
volvement with the system.

said she would like to see more 
citizens participate with cable 
productions. Currently, six re- 
sidents, including Dick, have 
been trained to use cable equip- 
ment. She said most of those 
people find covering local 
events and balancing the re- 
sponsibilities of their regular 
jobs difficult. 

She hopes more residents 
will look into the three-month 
cable course offered by Omni- 
com. Those people would be 
able to film community events, 
and more importantly, prog- 
ram events for Channel 40. 

Along with local volunteers, 
a part-time employee will be 
necessary to handle several 
hours of programming on the 


channel. This position will be- 
come increasingly important 
as the channel covers more 
events. 

Among the community 
events considered for coverage 
during the November commis- 
sion meeting were city council 
meetings, Dick said. The com- 
mission is looking at several 
options for coverage. 

One possible method would 
be a fixed camera on the ceil- 
ing, Meetings would not be on 
tape for future viewing, but the 
coverage would be live. 

Another option would be tap- 
ing meetings with a camera 
crew and showing them at 
scheduled times. The tapes 
would probably be previewed 
and edited. 


Dick said the commission 
will study a number of options 
and choose one at the Decem- 
ber meeting. Funds are avail- 
able for the coverage, Dick 
added, and a major factor will 
be availability of personnel. 

The council coverage may 
begin this winter, she said 

Although Channel 40 will con- 
centrate on achieving com- 
plete coverage of community 
and school events for now, once 
it is fully utilized a second city 
channel may be started, said 
Dick. The additional channel 
would be for local events such 
as church functions, she said. 

For now, Dick emphasized, 
the cable channel needs more 
residents to participate.

A seemingly simple procedure 
which took place during a city 
council meeting last Monday 
has sparked controversy within 
the city of Romulus, 

The dispute stems from a re- 
quest by Mayor Beverly McAnal- 
ly to the council asking permis- 
sion for City Assessor Matthew 
Raftary to destroy obsolete per- 
sonal property statements. 

Some of the statements date 
back as far as 15 years. The city 
required to keep the documents 
only one year. 

When the issue was raised 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
requested to review the docu- 
ments before voting. He said he 
wanted to make sure he knew ex-

actly what was to be destroyed 
before he voted on the matter. 

Raspberry added he did not 
want to see a “Watergate” situa- 
tion on a city level. 

The request to see the forms 
led the editor of The Romulus 
News to threaten Raspberry with 
a cease and desist order. Rasp- 
berry was accused of violating 
the privacy of Romulus business 
owners by requesting to see con- 
fidential information. 

The mayor, however, did com- 
ply with Raspberry's request and 
arranged for the forms to be 
brought to council chambers in 
several large boxes. 

Raspberry looked at one docu- 
ment from each of the boxes to 
make sure the forms were indeed 
obsolete tax forms. Raftary re- 


mained present throughout the 
process. 

David Atkins, editor and pub- 
lisher of The Romulus News , said 
Thursday that because of the 
manner Raspberry checked the 
forms, he has been advised to 
stop his pursuit of a cease and 
desist order. 

Raspberry maintains that as 
an elected official of Romulus, he 
has an obligation to be totally 
aware of all business brought be- 
fore the city council for action. 

“I merely asked to see the type 
of records we were destroying/* 
he said. “I think I exercised good 
judgement,” 

Dispute over Raspberry's re- 
quest continues. 

' I’m never surprised at the in- 


appropriateness of some of Coun- 
cilman Raspberry's requests/' 
said Me Anally. She questions his 
referral to the Nixon Administra- 
tion, 

“I would think my actions 
would indicate there is no cover 
up,” she added. 

In a letter to the mayor, Rasp- 
berry explained his actions furth- 
er. “1 feel very strongly that 
should future litigation arise per- 
taining to any of these records, I 
could go into court with a clear 
understanding of just what was 
destroyed and could positively 
testify to the fact.” 

He added that he had no ulter- 
ior motives for requesting to re- 
view the documents. 
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At least $4 million in cash 
was confiscated by the Detroit 
Drug Enforcement Authority 
(DEA) at the Romulus Sher- 
idan Inn Friday night in a drug 
raid which followed 36 hours-of 
surveillance. 

Nine people were arrested. 
They are believed to be part of 
a drug ring wanted by law en- 
forcement agencies through- 
out the United States. Officials 
of the DEA said members of 
the drug ring are wanted in 
connection with the seizure of 
$7 million in Los Angeles and 
the seizure of 1,200 pounds of 
cocaine in St Louis. 

Although no narcotics were 
discovered during the raid this 
weekend, several search war- 
rants have been issued 
throughout the country to track 
the drugs. 

The surveillance at the air- 
port hotel began when the DEA 
received an anonymous tip. 
The person said a California 
/ cman suspected to be part of 
the drug ring was going to the 
Holiday Inn-Detroit Metro Air- 
port to wait for “a pick-up,” 
said DEA special agent Patri- 
cia Naughton, 

Agents conducted the watch 
with the help of officers from 
the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment the Wayne County Sher- 
iffs Department, the Detroit 
Police, the Michigan State 
Police and the U.S. Customs 
and U.S. Department of Im- 
migration and Naturalization. 

Wire-tapping was among the 
methods used to keep tabs on 
the suspects, Naughton said. 
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Sunday night, members of 
the observation team detected 
three men carrying large car- 
tons into the Sheridan Inn. One 
of the men reportedly dropped 
a carton revealing cash inside. 

A search warrant for the 
men’s hotel room was im- 
mediately issued. According to 
a representative from the 
Romulus Police Department, 
the arresting officers found 
seven additional cartons, 
three-by-three feet, crammed 
with cash in the hotel room. 

The exact amount confis- 
cated has riot been determined, 
but it amounts to at least $4 mil- 
lion, said Naughton. There 
may be as much as $8 million. 

Of the nine suspects 
arrested, six are Columbian, 
one, is Cuban and two are from 
the Detroit area. The local men 
charged are Joseph Gough and 
Michael Robinson. 

The immigration status of 
the Columbian and Cuban sus- 
pects remains under investiga- 
tion.

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Jail jitters: Westland no longer top site for county facility

A site for the new Wayne Coun- 
ty jail still hasn't been selected, 
but the Eloise property in West- 
land is no longer considered a 
prime target. 

Mike Duggan, assistant to 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara, said there are 
now three other sites favored 
more than the Eloise property. 

“Eloise remains a backup site 


if all else fails/' Duggan said. 

Hamtramck is currently a like- 
ly spot for the jail, he said. 

“The people in Hamtramck 
really want it/’ Duggan said. 

County officials have made 
several trips to the city to discuss 
the matter with officials there, 

Duggan would not release the 
names of other possible locations 
until officials of prospective cities 
had been approached. 

Bids from developers have 
been scrutinized by McNamara's 


staff for the past few weeks. Dug- 
gan said the list should be nar- 
rowed down to three possible 
locations next week. 

The developers were asked to 
submit recommendations for a 
possible site with their bids. It 
was not a requirement, but, Dug- 
gan said, those developers who 
suggested property would be at 
an advantage 

“Two out of the seven submit- 
ting bids actually had options of 
property for the facility/' Dug- 
gan said.

Department of Public Services,

In addition to charges levied at 
large to Wayne County and the 
cities and townships served by 
the drains, owners of parcels of 
land within these districts are 
subject to assessment for the ex- 
penses incurred in the drain re- 
pair and maintenance projects. 
The public review has been slated 
to allow property owners in the 
special assessment districts to 
voice their views, according to a 
DPS spokesman.

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Ecorse and Westland were 
once the two top cities considered 
as a jail site when the search for 
property first began. It is not 
known if Ecorse remains in the 
running for the jail. 

Westland officials expressed 
their dismay at locating the jail 


on the Eloise property. City offi- 
cials have plans to develop the 
property, home of the former 
county poorhouse, into an indust- 
rial and office complex. 

The 840- bed prison is to be built 
with money from a 1-mill tax levy 
approved by voters in the prim- 


ary. The prison is expected to 
house misdemeanants and pre- 
trial felons. 

Criteria for a jail site included 
proximity to highways or to 
downtown court buildings and 
ease with which the land could be 
developed.

J oining a staff as one of four 
policewomen in u station can 
be a challenge. 

Cora Semrau has now gone 
one step further. Thursday, she 
was sworn in as the first female 
sergeant on the Romulus police 
force. 

Semrau said police work has 
interested her since her junior 
year in high school. A police 
officer who spent time counsel- 
ing Students in her Allen Park 
school arranged for Semrau to 
spend a weekend at a stale 
police academy. 

After that experience she 
was hooked and she focused the 
rest of her educational career 
toward police work, Semrau 
earned an associates degree in 
criminal justice at Henry Ford 
Community College and pur- 
sued a bachelor of science at 
Ferris State University. 

Her choice of careers star- 
tled her mother a little at first, 
said Semrau, but now her 
whole family is supportive, in- 
cluding her husband of four 
months. 

Semrau spent nearly six 
years as a patrol officer with 
the Romulus police. In July she 
was assigned to a training posi- 
tion with the detective bureau 
and became eligible for a 
promotional exam in the fail, 

Semrau took the two-part 
exam and finished with the 
highest score of all those taking 
the test. The exam consisted of 
a two-hour written portion with 
more than 100 questions and an 
oral portion, 

Semrau explained that appli- 
cants also earn points for pre- 
vious evaluations as an officer, 
education after high school and 
residency.

day along with Brian Cozzaglio 
and Ronald Huggins, Semrau 
said she looks forward to tak- 
ing the new positions, but ex- 
pects the privilege of being the 
first female sergeant to be a 
challenge in itself. 

Semrau said she has spent 
the past six years developing 
the trust and confidence of the 
other officers, "I've basically 
proven myself. 11 Now, she 
added, officers may wonder 
how she will perform as a su- 
pervisor. 

Each of the new sergeants 
will be on probation for the next 
six months and will be rotated 
through all three shifts, "We 
will be learning and acting in 
that position," she said. 

The three sergeants will 
probably become shift leaders, 
based inside the station. Their 
presence will allow the other 


sergeants to provide more on- 
t he- road supervision. 

When inside the station, a 
sergeant answers the tele- 
phone and police radio, oper- 
ates the Law Enforcement In- 
formation Network (LEIN) 
computer system and the in- 
house computer* and super- 
vises the dispatchers, Semrau 
said. The position also entails 
supervision of cadets and all 
officers in the building. The 
sergeant must also monitor the 
lock-up facilities* the condition 
of prisoners and all equipment 
in the building, she said. 

As a supervisor, Semrau 
said, a sergeant is not meant to 
be a babysitter. She said the 
officers know their jobs. 
However, a sergeant should al- 
ways know what the officers 
are doing and be available if 
needed. 

"You have to stay on top of 
what they’re doing*.. A lot of 
the time they just need 
advice, 1 ’ said Semrau. 

The time spent with officers 
and people in the community is 
important to Semrau. She said 
the family atmosphere of the 
station is one of her favorite 
aspects of police work, 

Semrau also enjoys being 
needed. " Romulus is the kind 
of community I always wanted 
to work for,” she said. "Romu- 
lus has everything. You can al- 
ways find something to do.” 

Semrau said she began work- 
ing for the Romulus police 
when the force was only one 
year old and the growth has 
been tremendous. 

Although Semrau has not 
mapped out her long-term 
plans in police work, she does 
have one general goal. 

"1 want to walk away when 1 
retire and be able to say L did 
the very best I could do,” she 
said.

Solid waste woes 

Area leaders react to long-range county plan 


Before the five-year update 
to the county waste manage- 
ment plan is adopted, com- 
munities in western Wayne 
County want their input in- 
cluded. 

General comments on the 
update to the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Management Flan 
were presented at the Nov. 10 
public hearing in Romulus and 
expanded in a report to the 
members of the Conference of 
Western Wayne on Nov. 18. 

A major concern expressed 
by the CWW is that the waste 
reduction goal is meaningless 
if it does not include the reduc- 
tion of commercial and indust- 
rial solid waste in addition to 
residential wastes. 

The plan calls for the reduc- 
tion of the residential solid 
waste 'stream by 75 percent. 
Because residential wastes 
only account for 40 percent of 
the total waste stream, the re- 
maining 60 percent or more of 
industrial and commercial 
wastes will be untouched by the 
reduction plan, the CWW re- 

“We believe that local units 
can extend the reduction goal 
to commercial and industrial 
waste generators by develop- 
ment and enforcement of 
appropriate ordinances. Many 
of our communities currently 
license and regulate hauler of 
commercial waste - such 
licenses can be conditioned on 
the hauler developing and im- 
plementing waste reduction 


plans, 11 according to the 
memorandum issued by the 
CWW. 

In his presentation to the 17- 
community CWW, Rob van 
Ravenswaay expressed con- 
cern that the ‘"hierarchy of 
policy options is not being im- 
plemented/ 1 The state solid 
waste policy calls for reuse, re- 
cycling, composting and then 
incineration with the ashes and 
uncombustible residuals being 
placed in landfills, van Ravens- 
waay said. However, the im- 
plementation committee has 
placed incineration on the 
same level as recycling and 
composting, he said. 

The CWW rejected the pre- 
mise of the update that com- 
munities will be more likely to 
host landfills if that means they 
will not be required to meet 
waste reduction goals. The 
CWW survey found that the 
communities most likely to 
host landfills have no interest 
in being exempted from the re- 
duction goal. Instead, they 
favor doing as much as possi- 
ble to limit the need for land- 
fills by increasing the amount 
of recycling, composting and 
incineration and by extending 
waste reduction requirements 
beyond the residential sector. 

Van Ravenswaay noted that 
Van Buren Township and 
Huron Township - both likely 
sites for landfills - have shown 
no interest in avoiding waste 
reduction programs. 

In his report, van Ravens- 
waay said recycling and com- 


posting can, and should, be im- 
plemented on a multi- 
community basis using cen- 
tralized facilities. He noted 
that a site separation facility 
and composting operations will 
be most efficient if they handle 
the waste from several com- 
munities. 

Recycling programs already 
are under way in several CWW 
communities. For example, 
the city of Wayne collects 
newspapers at curbside during 
the first pickup each month. 

The CWW members express- 
ed opposition to both the 
emergency siting procedure 
and the plan to site several 
landfills “if the siting is done by 
the existing implementation 
committee.” 

“We have a fundamental 
problem with the implementa- 
tion committee composition,” 
the CWW report stated. "CWW 
has previously commented on 
the update and specifically cal- 
led for reconstitution of the im- 
plementation committee to be 
representative of elected offi- 
cials. We believe a reconsti- 
tuted committee - accountable 
to the people - will be able to 
credibly site landfills. Other- 
wise, local resistance will 
stiffen.” 

The current committee 
membership includes four rep- 
resentatives of the solid waste 
industry - Roy Kellas, Waste 
Management; Tom Hand- 
yside, City Sand; Mike Brink- 
er. Greater Detroit Resource 


Recovery Authority, and 
Robert Ryan. Best Way. 

Three seats are currently 
vacant, two are filled by repre- 
sentatives of environmental 
groups, one represents county 
government, one represents 
city government, one repre- 
sents regional planners and 
two represent the general 
public. 

"At minimum, we believe a 
solid majority of the commit- 
tee should be local elected offi- 
cials,” the CWW report stated. 

"The current committee is 
too reliant on industry,” said 
Westland Mayor Charles Grif- 
fin, who serves as CWW chair- 
man. 11 We do not have a lot of 
faith in the current com- 
mittee.” 

The number of representa- 
tives from the solid waste in- 
dustry on the siting committee 
"presents, at a minimum, im- 
propriety,” according to van 
Ravenswaay. 

The CWW report also noted 
that siting landfills in unwilling 
host communities “is a sensi- 
tive matter, best handled by a 
smaller group which includes 
representation from the in- 
tended host community and the 
reconstituted implementation 
committee,” The role of the sit- 
ing committee, the report con- 
tinued, would be to hammer out 
a reasonable mitigation agree- 
ment for a needed landfill in an 
otherwise reasonable site 
which lacks a mitigation agree- 
ment with the host community.

AMENDMENT 1.94 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AFPENCDIX A, ARTICLE XVII, THE 
ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS BY AMEND- 
ING SECTION 17,03 WITH THE ADDITION OF A NEW SUBSEC- 
TION (F). 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I : This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Amended 
Zoning Ordinance. 

SECTION II: Amend Section 17.03, Permitted Uses After Special 
approval in the M-l Light Industrial District by adding a new sub- 
section (F) allowing for the development of large scale recreation 
uses subject to specific requirements. 

SECTION 17.03 (F) LARGE SCALE RECREATION. 

Large scale recreation uses, operated either privately or for 
profit, including golf courses, driving ranges, riding stables, gun 
clubs , parks, camper and / or tent parks (subject to the State Law 
governing travel /trailer parks), hay rides, snowmobile and 
mini-bike trails, picnic grounds, swimming facilities, kiddie type 
rides, and the like, (but not including circuses, outdoor drive-in 
theaters, motorcycles, auto or snowmobile race tracks, and 
horse or dog tracks). Approval shall be for a specific designated 
use and approval under this provision shall be subject to approv- 
al of the uses and site plan. The addition of other land use(s) must 
again be approved through the submission of an amended site 
plan. 

A. Site Requirements 

1 . All approved uses shall be on a parcel of fifteen (15) acres or 

more in area. 

2. All vehicular ingress and egress from the site shall be 

directly onto a public road designated as a secon- 
dary or major thoroughfare on the City’s adopted 
Master Flan, 

3. Review of the proposed site plan shows that a proper rela- 

tionship exists between the major or secondary thor- 
oughfare and all proposed service roads, driveways 
and parking areas to encourage pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic safety. 

B. Yard and Placement Requirements 

L All development features including the principal building 
shall be located to minimize the possibility of any 
adverse effect upon adjacent property. This shall 
mean a minimum distance of two hundred (200) feet 
to the property line of abutting residential zoned 
lands and public right-of-way; provided where 
topography conditions are such that the building 
would be screened from view, this requirement may 
be modified. 

2. No active recreation facilities or activities shall take place 
within thirty (30) feet of the perimeter of the recreation area. All 
recreation activities shall be adequately screened from abutting 
property by means of a greenbelt constructed according to the 
standards of Section 4,16. 

3, Related accessory commercial uses may be permitted in 

conjunction with the recreation use when it is clearly 
incidental to the main recreation character of the 
use and such related accessory uses shall not include 
the sale, servicing, or repair of any vehicles or equip- 
ment used on the site except that owned by the prop- 
rietor. 

4. Permitted accessory uses which are generally of a com- 

mercial nature, shall be housed in a single building 
Minor accessory uses which are strictly related to 
the operation of the recreation use itself , such as a 
maintenance garage, may be located in separate 
building. 

C. Other Requirements 

1. Whenever a swimming pool is to be provided, said pool shall 
be provided with a protective fence six (6) feet in 
height, and entry shall be by means of a controlled 
gate which shall be locked when not in use. 


2. Public riding and boarding stables, subject to the following 

conditions; 

a. Stables and paddock areas for instruction or confine- 

ment of horses shall be located at least two 
hundred (200) feet from any property line, 

b. Manure shall be kept in a safe and sanitary manner and 

shall be regularly treated so as to properly 
control flies and insects. 

3. Travel trailer parks shall also be subject to the following: 

a. Within a travel trailer park as defined in Article II, the 

number of individual unit spaces shall not be 
more than fifteen (15) per gross acre. The mini- 
mum area of any space for a travel trailer 
shall be not less than 1200 square feet with no 
dimension less than 30 feet. Travel trailers 
shall be so located on each space so that there 
will not be less than ten (10) feet to any other 
trader or building within the park. 

b. Parking of tent, camper, travel trailer or recreation 

vehicle shall be limited to not more than thirty 
(30) days duration. 

c. Fire Hydrants or fire extinguishers as approved by the 

Fire Department shall be located within one 
thousand (1,000) feet of each campsite. 

d. Water systems, toilets and sewerage facilities shall be 

approved by the State of Michigan and Wayne 
County Health Departments. 

e. No recreational vehicle, tent, or travel trailer shall be 

allowed within the park except upon an 
approved camper site. 

f . A minimum of 25% of the total area shall be reserved for 

recreation purposes or open space. 

g. One single family residence shall be permitted within 

the travel trailer park for the owner or mana- 
ger and may be used as the office or for other 
commercial activities provided such business 
or at least 80% of such business shall be exclu- 
sively for the users of the park, 

SECTION III; Except as herein modified the said zoning code shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

SECTION IV: Conflicting Provisions Repealed: Should any section, 
clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as a 
whole or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be 
invalid. 

SECTION V: Effective Date: This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon publication in the official newspaper of general 
circulation,

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1 community withdraws 
from hospital authority

Ypsilanti Township has re- 
portedly been the first com- 
munity in the Peoples Com- 
munity Hospital Authority to 
withdraw membership from 
the organization , as part of the 
PCHA restructuring. 

Member communities of the 
PCHA were notified Oct. 26 
that they had 60 days to with- 
draw or remain a member of 
the hospital authority. Board 
members of the PCHA voted 
Oct, 26 to reorganize as a pri- 
vate, nonprofit corporation. 
Board members at the Octo- 
ber PCHA board meeting 
approved the transfer of 
assets, by a vote of 28-5, to Un- 
ited Care Inc,, the new private, 
nonprofit corporation. Assets 
of the hospital authority can be 
transferred between now and 
the first part of January. The 
monies transferred are to be 
used specifically for health- 
care purposes. 

Members of the Ypsilanti 
Township council have adopted 
a resolution withdrawing 
membership from the au- 
thority, 

"We are going to withdraw 
from the PCHA because it is 
going private, and we liked it as 
a public organization/' said 
Joyce Kuhn, assistant to the 
Ypsilanti Township super- 
visor. "We don't desire to take 
the taxes and funnel them into 
a private enterprise/ 4 
The next step for the 
township, according to Mau- 
reen Camps, spokeswoman for 
PCHA, will be to bring the re- 


solution before the PCHA 
board. The board will either 
approve or reject the request. 

To date, no other communi- 
ties hove withdrawn from 
PCHA, Camps said, bill time 
remains for communities to 
consider that option. 

‘‘They have some time to de- 
cide, and some of the communi- 
ties might want to have some 
study sessions. They had 60 
days to respond/ 1 Camps said, 
4i A special meeting would 
probably be called in early 
January if there are any com- 
munities wishing to with- 
draw." 

Currently, 24 member PCHA 
communities are levied .2 mill 
a year. The organization was 
allowed to levy up to .4 mill 
annually. Because United 
Care, the new health-care 
group, is a private agency, the 
tax levy will be eliminated. 

United Care also will not be 
subject to legal provisions 
affecting public bodies, such as 
open meetings. 

In addition, anyone will be 
eligible to use United Care faci- 
lities, Camps said. Currently, 
residents of non-PCHA com- 
munities are charged added 
fees for using the hospital faci- 
lities. 

The PCHA owns and oper- 
ates five hospitals in western 
Wayne County and Downriver, 
including Annapolis Hospital, 
in Wayne; Beyer Memorial, 
Ypsilanti; Heritage, Taylor; 
Outer Drive, Lincoln Park; 
Seaway, Trenton; and ambula- 
tory care centers in Brown- 
stown Township, Livonia and 
Westland.

Western Wayne County resi- 
dents looking forward to a 
monthly allocation of surplus 
food from the federal govern* 
menf may be disappointed to 
learn that cheese will no longer 
be an item on the menu. 

In fact, the allocations have 
been stretched out to once ev- 
ery other month and will fea- 
ture only three food items : but- 
ter, flour and commeal. 

Established in 1982, the Tem- 
porary Emergency Food 
Assistance Program was never 
intended to last as long as it 
has, according to some govern- 
ment officials. 

A recent Congressional 
appropriation of $126 million 
will keep the program floating 
another two years. The food 
distributed as a result of the 
program will no longer be sur- 
plus, but purchased on a 
wholesale basis, 

"This program started in the 
depths of the recession, in late 
1982/ 1 said A1 Hatcher, direc- 
tor of Wayne Metro Commun- 
ity Services, a distribution cen- 
ter for the out-county area. 
"The government had all these 


commodities. They stored this 
stuff, paid storage charges, 
etc, A lot of people were out of 
work, unemployed. We got rid 
of all the surplus commod- 
ities/ 1 

The cheese that used to be 
surplus is now gone, Hatcher 
said, and the lack of that com- 
modity has already had an 
effect on the number of people 
who come to collect the food. 

"Because we T re not getting 
the cheese, they're feeling like 
it's not worth their time to 
bother/ 1 Hatcher said, 

Wayne Metro Community 
Services consists of four re- 
gions, according to Van Niece, 
public information officer. Re- 
gions 2 and 3 are located in 
Romulus, and service most of 
western Wayne County, includ- 
ing Bedford, Dearborn, Dear- 
born Heights, Garden City, 
Plymouth Township, Livonia, 
Inkster, Northvllle Township, 
Westland and Canton 
Township. 

The Romulus center is lo- 
cated at 35408 Beverly Road,

Phone bill is wrong number 


An explanation about the 
monthly fee for the new 
emergency phone service 
apparently has raised more 
questions and concerns than it 
sought to answer. 

The notice, which accompa- 
nied telephone bills in several 
metropolitan Detroit com- 
munities, read, "Under author- 
ity of Public Act 32, the County 
Board of Commissioners has 
authorized an emergency tele- 
phone charge to be added to 
your Michigan Bell telephone 
bill on a regular monthly basis. 
If you have any questions or 
concerns about this monthly 
emergency telephone charge, 
please contact the County 
Board of Commissioners.” 

Joseph Benyo, coordinator 
for the 17-community Confer- 
ence of Western Wayne En- 
hanced 911 system, said, the 
notation had been sent to sub- 
scribers in Bedford, Dearborn 
Heights and Dearborn in addi- 
tion to those in the city of De- 
troit. However, he said, the 
majority of those covered in 
the CWW area did not receive 
the notation on their last tele- 
phone bill. 

"The language was confus- 
ing/ 1 Benyo said. "The only 
part that the county had in 
establishing the service was 
the approval of the public act. 
Rather than instructing sub- 
scribers to contact the Wayne 
County Board of Commission- 


ers with their questions, the 
note should have directed them 
to call their local emergency 
coordinators/ 1 

Benyo said he hopes that fu- 
ture notations will avoid direct- 
ing the individual subscribers 
to the commissioners. 

"We are continuing to meet 
with local representatives of 
Enhanced 911 and officials in 
all levels who are working on 
the project, so I am sure we will 
be able to work this out before 
the system is implemented in 
the CWW area/* Benyo said. 

A few calls regarding the 
notation have been logged in 
the office of County Commis- 
sion Kay Beard, but the major- 
ity of concern has been listed 
among Detroit area subscri- 
bers. 

Commissioner Jackie Cur- 
rie, chairman of the Special 
Committee on Enchanted 911, 
said that the statement incor- 
rectly implies that the county is 
responsible for the extra 
charge on the bills. 

“In addition/* she said, 
"people could read the state- 
ment and conclude that the 
county is benefiting financial- 
ly, and nothing could be further 
from the truth. Michigan Beilis 
attributing to us something 
over which we have no respon- 
sibility and no control.**

Tour breeds young 
‘Belleville Boosters’

After a stroll through the 
downtown area and visits to 14 
city businesses and services, 
students at Edgemont School 
have become “Belleville Boos- 
ters.” 

Seventy third-graders, their 
teachers and a group of parents 
toured downtown Belleville on 
Wednesday to obtain a first- 
hand look at the variety of ser- 
vices and activities offered in 
the city. 

“Before we made the trip, 
the children didn't know much 
about the downtown area . They 
thought the city consisted of the 
fast-food restaurants on Belle- 
ville Road/* said teacher 
Karen White-Twigg. "The 
walking tour of downtown was 
intended to give them a better 
idea of what is in the city, and it 
also has prompted them to 
start building a replica of Bel- 
leville in the classroom.

No jail in Westland 
is worthy of thanks 

Wayne County officials have apparently decided to take 
their business elsewhere. 

And, for that, western Wayne County residents should be 
thankful. Very thankful. 

County officials have all but eliminated Westland as a prime 
target for the site of the new Wayne County jail. Land owned by 
the county at the Eloise facility, Michigan Avenue and Merriman 
Road, was eyed as one of two sites for the new county jail, after 
county jad, after county voters Aug, 2 approved a special 1-mill 
tax increase to fund the project. 

Now, however, officials from Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara's office say Westland will be only “a backup site 
if all else fails/’ Hamtramck is currently considered the 
prime target for the new jail. 

We laud that decision but feel those searching for a jail site 
should scratch Westland from their list completely. 

The controversy surrounding the location of the new jail 
need not be one for western Wayne County, Officials from 
Hamtramck and Ecorse have clearly welcomed the future 
jaU to their communities. The two communities need such a 
facility to make “economic development” a part of the local 
vocabulary. 

Westland officials, however, have voiced their adamant 
opposition to a jail within the city. Obviously, with a crane 
and bulldozer at almost every major intersection in the city, 
economic development need not come in the form of a jail in 
Westland - or in another community in this booming western 
Wayne County area. 

We do not deny the critical need for the proposed 840-bed 
new prison - to house misdemeanants and pretrial felons - 
within Wayne County, Neither did the voters who agreed to 
finance the jail. 

But we also see no logic to considering Westland - even as 
a backup - as a jail site when at least two other communities 
would welcome the facility with open arms. 

Westland city officials have big plans for the land eyed for 
the county jail. Located only miles from Metro Airport, the 
Eloise land is clearly prime soil for commercial and indust- 
rial development. 

A jail in Westland would needlessly “lockup” this land and 
prevent future development in the surrounding area. It 
would also needlessly deprive the communities that need the 
jail from some form of economic development. 

We’re again urging Wayne County officials to take their 
jail business elsewhere. 

Check before the check 

*Tis the season not only for thoughts of holiday giving but 
for scams for holiday taking. 

Once again, telephone boiler-room solicitors are preying 
on the seasonal good wilt of area residents to make their 
pleas for fraudulent charities. Local police officials tell us 
that many of the scams involve requests for donations by 
solicitors who claim affiliation with area police groups. 

The callers rely on the good reputation of the local law- 
enforcement agencies to lend credence to their requests but, 
in reality, have no connection with them - either in the 
fundraising efforts or in the distribution of the donations. 

These scams produce widespread negative results. First, 
they bilk local residents of donations that primarily enrich 
the boiler-room operators. Second, they take dollars away 
from worthwhile local charities that benefit the people in the 
community. 

Little can be done to eliminate the boiler-room tactics 
because many operate just within the letter of the law - 
donating a tiny fraction of their receipts to a legitimate 
charity, for example. Those who clearly operate outside of 
the law are “here today, gone tomorrow operations” which 
change names and locations when investigators close in on 
them. 

Area residents, however, can help to curb these scams by 
investigating the soliciting agency before making a dona- 
tion, Area police chiefs advise residents to ask telephone 
callers to identify the charity and to send information on the 
background and purposes of the organization before making 
a donation. One simple tactic, they say, is to inform callers 
that you will check them out with the local police agency and 
request that they call back after you have done so. 

In 90 percent of the instances, according to the police 
chiefs, the solicitors will not call back because they are 
aware that a background check with local police officials 
will produce a negative report. 

Above all, don't allow the takers to dampen your spirit of 
giving during the holiday season.

“Playing politics with the se- 
rious business of our kids 1 
education/ 1 

That's how most of superin- 
tendents of schools in the area 
summed up Gov. Blanchard's 
latest package for school- 
finance reform. 

Most also agreed that Blan- 
chard's newest proposal falls 
far short of a goal to solve the 
inequities in the present 
system. 

To end the apparent dead- 
lock of school-finance reform 
between members of the state 
House of Representatives and 
the state Senate, Blanchard 
earlier this week proposed a 1 
cent sales-tax increase and a 
residential property tax cut of 
25 percent. 

State lawmakers already 
have a package in committee 
that would hike the sales tax to 
6 cents. To offset the increase* 
the lawmakers would offer 
$1.25 billion in property-tax re- 
lief. 

The governor's proposal 
would also place a cap of 28 
mills on the amount a school 
district could levy to tax- 
payers. 

The state sales tax is current- 
ly set by the state Constitution 
at 4 cents* and any increase 
would have to be approved by 
the voters. 

Dr. Gary Jackson, superin- 
tendent of Huron Schools* in 
New Boston* condemned the 
governor's recommendation 
and called it "nothing but a 
political power-play/' 

ll ln fact, because of the re- 
sult of this power play* he 
(Blanchard) destroyed two 


years of hard work on the part 
of several concerned state 
legislators including* (Dan L.) 
DeGrow (R Port Huron) and 
fellow Democrat Lynn Jondahl 
(OkemosX and lam not really 
sure if he really knows how in- 
censed the educational com- 
munity really is about all of 
this* in particular the in- 
formula school districts," 
Jackson said. 

In-formuia school districts 
are those that receive state 
funding* as opposed to out-of- 
formula districts* in which prop- 
erty and commercial tax base 
generate enough funds to fi- 
nance the school district opera- 
tions without state aid. 

Dr. William M. Bedell, su- 
perintendent of the Romulus 
Community Schools* agreed. 

“First of all* Blanchard's 
proposal doesn't generate 
enough money to deal with the 
question of equity fully. Two- 
thirds of the kids in the state 
are being provided an inadequ- 
ate education by the current 
funding system. The gov- 
ernor's proposal won't put a 
dent into that problem. 


"The real problem is both the 
governor and the legislative 
leadership are trying to give 
property-tax cuts primarily to 
industry and business under 
the guise of educational re- 
form*" Bedell said. 

One reason for the call for 
school-finance reform is the in- 
equity in the system. Some 
school districts, because of a 
wealthy tax base, spend up to 
$7,500 per student each year. 
Others must educate students 
with less than $3*000 per pupil. 

Dr. John M. Hoben* superin- 
tendent of the Plymouth- 
Canton Community Schools, 
also believes Blanchard has 
undercut the legislative pro- 
cess, 

"And* in general, 1 am not 
amoured by any of the so- 
called school-finance reform 
packages/' Hoben said. "Basi- 
cally* they do not address the 
equity issue among the school 
districts in our state." 

State Rep. Lynn Owen (D- 
Ypsilanti) has mixed feelings 
about the governor's proposal.

"We have all been looking Cor 
property lax relief/' Owen 
said. "And* basically, that's 
what the governor's proposal 
does. However* it doesn't 
answer the question of how to 
eliminate I he inequities in 
school finance, and that re- 
mains (he major concern. If we 
can't solve that problem* it 
won't be approved by the vo- 
ters/ 1 

State Rep. Gerald Law (R- 
Ply mouth) said that "even if 
the lawmakers decided to go 


with the governor's proposal* it 
would be defeated by bis dis- 
trict's voters/' 

"I don't think his proposal 
would be accepted by the vo- 
ters that I represent/’ Law 
continued* "As far as 1 can see, 
it is really a tax increase. You 
can't deduct sales tax from 
your state or federal taxes, 
while property taxes are de- 
ductible/' 

State Rep. James Kosteva 
(D-Canton Township) would 
like to see more details of the 


governor's package before he 
draws any conclusions, 

"I consider it premature to 
make a definitive decision 
without seeing critical de- 
tails," Kosteva said* "The gov- f . 
ernor seems to have put*, 
together a proposal that could 
work* but it needs a lot of fine- 
tuning. It needs to include some 
form of tax-base sharing, or it 
will not solve the problems of 
closing the gap between high- 
and low-spending districts/' 
Kosteva said.

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Offense: These players score touchdowns

The way to win football games is to put TDs on the scoreboard. 

And the 1988 Associated Newspapers' All-Area Offense has 
the players who can do just this - score. 

With prolific scorers such as Robichaud's sensational sopho- 
more Tyrone Wheatley, Belleville senior running back Virgil 
Chandler and Romulus's Aro Trinity, the AU-Area baekfield is 
one of the most explosive assembled here in recent years. 

Two outstanding quarterbacks - Robichaud’s Eric Thomas 
and New Boston Huron's Paul Hill - have been drafted to hand- 
le the tough QB assignments. Hill and Thomas have been 
tested in fire and forged outstanding seasons on their respective 
teams. 

A couple of excellent receivers : Michael Aaron (Robichaud) 
and Scott Janack (Belleville) have been given the nod at the end 
posts, while the line, a formidable wall that can open the holes 
for the ballcarriers is made up of Tommy Waters (New Boston 
Huron), Ralph Farrell (Romulus), Dan Barlage (Belleville)* 
Carl Selman (Robichaud), Michael Harding (Belleville)* Paul 
Nowicki (Romulus), and Mike Emery (New Boston Huron). 

The lineup, plus the defense which appeared on these pages 
last week, would give any team in any class in the state of 
Michigan a run for its money. 

Just ask any high school coach in the area, 

Let’s take a closer look at what these players accomplished 
for their teams this season and why they are the "chosen 
ones," • 

THOMAS* a senior who checks in at 5-9, 180, helped the Bull- 
dogs come back from an 0-2 start to string six consecutive 
victories and win the Suburban Athletic Conference cham- 
pionship outright. Robichaud finished with a 6-3 overall record. 

For his role, SAC coaches honored Thomas as the First 
String quarterback. A four-year varsity starter, Thomas en- 
ded his prep football career with 47 pass completions out of 99 
attempts for a total of 710 yards and eight TD passes, 

"Eric is a versatile athlete," said Robichaud Coach Bob 
Yauck* who earned the post-season honor as the ANP's "Coach 
of the Year." "He had a rare sixth sense for football. He can read 
the defense and react quickly and with confidence. I don't think 
there is a finer quarterback on the high school scene," 

Thomas also broke loose for a 57-yard touchdown against 
Class A power, Bay City John Glenn, in the final game of the 
1988 season. If the Bulldogs, a Class B school, would have pulled 
that one out they probably would have qualified for the state 
playoffs. 

HILL was the mainstay of the New Boston Huron assault. He’s 
considered one of the best all-around athletes that Tom 
Labeau has ever coached. A junior who will be the Huron 
franchise next year, Hill made good on 30 of his 74 attempted 
passes for a total of 296 yards. He also rushed for 663 yards in 
132 rushes. The 6-1, 160- pound athlete had the opportunity to 
handle nine kickoff returns and his performance resulted in 
another 351 yards for an incredible 39 yards per try. That's 
another reason why coaches couldn't leave this player off the 

team. 

Paul finished with nine touchdowns and one. two-point con- 
version and the only reason why he finished on the second team 
in the all-league selections is because of the team's overall 
record. 

CHANDLER* was the workhorse of the Belleville offense. A 6-1, 
200-pound senior who earned all-conference recognition in 
the tough Wolverine ‘A' Conference, Virgil was given the ball 
104 times and piled up 762 yards which led to six touchdowns. 
Picked the Tigers' Most Valuable Player on offense* Chandler 
is considered one of the most physically blessed players on 
Coach Dave McCartney's team. He has excellent speed and 
strength and could play college football if he decided he wanted 
to. Used also on defense, Virgil came up with one interception, 


WHEATLEY, is making his second appearance on the All-Area 
team. He could become a rare athlete indeed for* barring

injuries, Tyrone could become the first player in recent years 
to make the coveted ANP lineup four straight years. Despite 
missing two games because of a ankle hurt* Wheatley 
accounted for eight touchdowns rushed for 660 yards on 90 
rushes. There’s little doubt in anyone’s mind that a fully healthy 
Wheatley would have carried this year's Bulldogs into the play- 
off s-and maybe beyond. 


TRINITY, a 5-10* 180-pound senior* led Romulus ballcarriers 
and he left an indelible mark on Belleville. His 122-yards and 
two TDs helped the Eagles upset the Tigers in the season finale 
and gave departing coach Norb Glover an excellent going 
away present. Aro* in the company of the tough South Central 
Conference, managed to amass 566 yards on 99 rushes for a 5.7 
yard per try. "Aro has always been one of our more reliable 
ballcarriers," Glover said. "He's a tough and hard-nosed foot- 
ball player," * 

AARON*a two-year starter* Is an all-around athlete who also 
stars in basketball. In fact* some of the colleges would like to 
put to use his 6-5, 200-pound frame right now in their cage 
lineup. With deceptive speed, Aaron managed to score five 
TDs while he hauled in 18 passes for a total of 380 yards. That 
latter stat is a school record. He's also an excellent student.

JANACK* was named the best punter at the University of 
Michigan summer camp and Coach McCamey put Scott's ta- 
lents to good use. Named as the Wolverine 'A' Conference's 
specialist, Janack got away 23 punts for an average of 38.8 
yards per attempt. A three-year punter for the Tigers* the 6-0* 
165-pound senior also doubled as a quarterback and an end for 
the Tigers. "He's the kind of athlete who is so versatile and 
intelligent that you could use him almost in any one of the 
skilled positions,’’ McCamey said. 

WATERS, is also a holdover from last year’s All-Area team. A 
four- year varsity starter at Huron, Coach Labeau considers the 
6-0, 215-pound senior as one of the most efficient blockers 
around. Named to the second team all-conference lineup* Wa- 
ters has the potential of playing college football. He is also an 
All-Area wrestler. "We are going to miss Waters next year," 
Labeau said. "He's the kind of player who won't easily be 
replaced," 


NOWICKI, another heavyweight - he's 6-5* 295- pounds - was 
the center attraction on the Romulus line. Switched from de- 
fensive to offensive tackle in order to provide the Eagles ball- 
carriers and quarterback adequate protection, Nowicki did a 
commendable job. He is a four-year starter for the Eagles. He 
also was runner-up in wrestling at the state championship and is 
considered among the top contenders for the state crown this 
year, 

EMERY* is the spiritual leader of the Chiefs. An outstanding 
offensive guard who was used on aU of the trap plays because of 
his blocking talents* Mike has been a member of Labeau 's 
varsity for the past three years. "He's a solid performer and if 
we had more like him* believe me, we wouldn’t have finished 
with a 3-6 record," Labeau noted. 


FARRELL, a hard worker* earned the respect of all who play- 
ed opposite him. Also an excellent blocker who completed a 
two-year stint on the Romulus varsity club, Farrell will ex- 
change his grid gear for wrestling. A 5-10, 180-pound senior* 
Farrell will use his athletic talents during the winter on the 
wrestling mats. He was an SCC champ and also was a district 
and regional champ, 

BARLAGE, a very aggressive and reliable player, was the 
co-MVP lineman on the Belleville team. The 5-10* 175-pound 
senior also is a two-year starter who never missed a day of 
practice in the two years he has played for the Tigers. "Dan is 
an outstanding one-on-one blocker,” said McCarney* "and he 
is the kind of athlete all coaches like to have on their team.” 

SELMAN* who is the Bulldogs' most consistent blocker is the 
player Yauck would go to for short gains. "We will expect 
bigger and better things from him next year," Yauck said. 
Converted into a lineman after playing fullback a year ago, 
Selman was named to the SAC Second Team this year and 
should have little difficulty moving into the First Team ranks a 
year from now, barring injury. He's a 6-1, 195-pound junior. 


HARDING, rounds out this year's All-Area offense. The 5-11* 
205-pound senior guard was used on all of the Tigers' trap plays 
and earned co-MVF honors for his efforts, A two-year starter, 
Harding also has the potential to play college football if he should 
choose to do so. 

Last week, the ANP inadvertently omitted Lenneil Brooks 
stats and photo from the Ail-Area Defense. Here they are: 

BROOKS, is a three-year letterman for the Bulldogs who is 
1 "pound -for-pound" (he's 155) as tough as they come"* accord- 
ing to Yauck. Brooks' quickness to get across the line of scrim- 
mage is one of the reasons why he is an unanimous all-SAC 
choice. He is also credited with six sacks of the quarterback 
and a pair of fumble recoveries.

Belleville is runner-up to Trenton at conference swim championships

Sparked by senior Gina MontUPs double gold medal winning 
performance, Belleville finished second to state-ranked Tren- 
ton at the 1988 Wolverine A 1 Conference swimming & diving 
championships. 

Montie swam a briUiant race in the 50- and 100-yard freestyle 
events and brought the curtains down on an outstanding prep 
swim career with two conference titles 

Montie's teammate, Jenny Snure, who is a freshman, made 
her initial appearance at the conference championships as she 
picked up the gold for her performance in the 200-yard indi- 
vidual medley. 

Montie and Snure’s outstanding performances helped Coach 
Greg Cooper's team finish in second place. They trailed only 
Trenton in the final league standings, 

Trenton, ranked among the top five girls 1 swimming teams 
in the state this season, garnered a total of 336 points. The 
Trojans captured the title with more than 100 points to spare. 
Belleville was second with 210.5, followed by Dearborn Ford- 
son (167.0), Wayne Memorial (143 0), Wyandotte (126), Monroe 
(106), and Southgate Anderson (39.50). Lincoln Park, the eighth 


member of the conference, dropped the swim program this 
year because of a lack of swimmers. 

Cooper, in his sophomore year us the Tiger coach, was 
pleased with his team's overall efforts. "Our kids swum better 
than l imagined they would. We moved up a notch in the final 
standings from last year. I believe Improving is what it's all 
about.” 

Montie, a 5-foot 1 senior received her competition in the form 
of Trenton and Fordson in the 50-yard freestyle. And, after 
hitting the first turn, she coasted to a victory on u 26.44 wave. 
She come back and swam a 58.7 to win the 106-yard freestyle. 

Snure, who swam away the 200 1 M crown with an outstanding 
effort in the breaststroke, was clocked in the winning time of 
2:27.25. With three years of varsity competition ahead of her, 
she could set a score of records before she ends her high school 
career. 

Snure was runner-up to Jenny Meckoloff of Fordson in the 
100-yard breaststroke. The Fordson breaststroker carded a 
1 : 12.82 in victory while Belleville swimmer came away with a 
silver for her 1 : 16.61 effort* 

Belleville also received a silver medal effort out of senior 
Melanie Merritt, who trailed Wayne s Kathy Farrell to the 


finish. Farrell was clocked in 5:34.88 which gave her the gold, 
while Merritt had a 5:46.59 effort for her silver. 

Kristin Curtis also finished second for the Tigers, covering 
the 100-yard backstroke in 1 : 11,85. She was beaten to the wire 
by Trenton’s Cindy McGregor (1 : 11,17). 

Cooper's 200-yard medley relay was disqualified, which put 
the Tigers in the hole right at the beginning of the meet They 
also went into the championships without the services of a diver. 

The Tiger 400-yard freestyle team of Montie, Jennifer Cald- 
well, Snure and Merritt finished second (4:00.0) to Trenton 
(3:54,19)* 

Merritt also earned a bronze medal for her third-place finish 
in the 200-yard freestyle (2:09.13), 

Belleville had three fifth places with Curtis, in the 100-yard 
butterfly (1:11.22); and Jennifer Caldwell, in the 100-yard 
freestyle (1 :02. 89). Sixth-place awards went to Belleville swim- 
mers Shelene Reed, in the 50-yard freestyle (28:35); Christy 
Adkins, in the 100-yard backstroke (1:15.33); and Jennifer 
Caldwell, 100-yard breaststroke (1:22.26), 

Belleville brought the curtains down on a 5-1 conference and 
a 9-2 overall season.

Every time a new medicine for the 
treatment of cholesterol is in the news, 
or another study has been done that 
shows the risks of having high 
cholesterol levels, you are reminded that 
it's not good for you. What is cholesterol, 
where does it come from, what does it 
do, and how does it affect your heart? 

CHOLESTEROL IS FAT 

Cholesterol is one of two major 
forms of fat found in the bloodstream. 

It enters the bloodstream through the 
food we eat and through the liver which 
manufactures cholesterol. 

We vary greatly in the amount of 
cholesterol we absorb from our food, 
and the amount we manufacture. People 
on the same diet and under the same 
conditions can have much different 
cholesterol levels. 

You may be surprised to know that 
none of us could survive without 
cholesterol. It's needed by our bodies to 
make hormones which regulate our 
body functions, to make bile salts which 


help digest food, and to make cell 
membranes.

Unfortunately, too much cholesterol 
is harmful and can lead to hardening of 
the arteries (atherosclerosis) which 
results in fatty deposits on blood vessel 
walls.

There are National Institute of 
Health guidelines for cholesterol levels. 
Lowering cholesterol by one percent can 
lower your risk of heart disease and 
strokes by two percent 

Eating foods that are lower in 
cholesterol and saturated fats may be all 
that is needed. However, for, some, 
dietary measures are not enough and 
medication to lower cholesterol may be 
necessary.

"If they mention a book, I 
order it right away," she said. 
"Ten minutes after the show, 
people come in looking for the 
book." 

During the Christmas sea- 
son. Watler orders extra pic- 
ture books and cookbooks, 
which are also very popular 
gift-giving items. 

"1 always give books as 
Christmas presents," said 
Watler. "I believe in people 
reading - that's why 1 got into 
this business. You get a book, 
you can enjoy it for years. 
Books are very useful gifts and 
you can find the perfect book 
for just about anyone/ 1 

In terms of hi-tech Christmas 
items, remote control cars and 


computers are very hot this 
year, according to Brad Tor- 
rey ( manager of the Radio 
Shack in Belleville, 

"l have both in stock, but I’m 
going to run out before Christ- 
mas time," Tor rey said. 

Popular computers are the 
Tandy 1000 TL and the Tandy 
lOOU HX, personal computers 
which use MS DOS operating 
systems and which are IBM- 
compatible. 

Torrey said his toys are ship- 
ped automatically from Texas, 
where Radio Shack executives 
determine what will sell based 
on sales figures from the pre- 
vious year. 

The bigger, faster remote 
control cars which are already 
disappearing from the shelves 
include the Golden Arrow dune 
buggy and the 4X4 Ford pick- 
up truck. Both vehicles use 
wireless remotes. 

The "grandparent gifts," 
said Torrey - the gifts which 
grandparents buy for their 
grandchildren - are those toys 
which make a lot of noise, like 
space pistols or hand-held 
games tike Spell N' Math. 


Torrey said his line of equip- 
ment is diversified. 

“People come in and buy the 
stereos and the VCRs when 
times are good.

Jane Wood, merchandise man- 
ager. The turtle figures wear 
realistic Ninja clothing. “We 
just can't keep them in the 
store," Wood said. 

Another item which they just 
can't keep in the store is called 
Nerf fencing. It's a soft, spongy 
sword, which young fencers 
can thrust harmlessly hither 
and yon in fake combat. 

Little Miss Makeup is also 
very popular. “It's a doll that 
you wipe with a damp sponge/ 1 
explained Wood. "She appears 
with makeup on." 

Dinosaurs are still selling 
pretty well, Wood said, but not 
as well as the Ghostbusters 
proton pack, a life-size back- 
pack which young people can 
wear to blast ghosts back to 
where they came from. 

Toys R Us is the largest toy 
retailing chain in the nation.

Artist makes sweatshirts newest craze

Sweatshirts take on a new 
look when they are painted. 

No longer are they to be used 
solely for jogging. 

Exotic birds and flowers and 
interesting designs painted on 
the front of these shirts make 
them suitable for parties, shop- 
ping and even work. 

Catherine Laiho is a sweat- 
shirt transformer. She paints 
designs on shirts which were 
once reserved for athletes. 

Laiho is one of three artists 
who work at Sweats & More, on 
North Wayne Road, Westland. 

Laiho and the other artists 
occupy a small corner of the 
store, painting made-to-order 
sweatshirts. Customers can 
order the design they want, and 
Laiho and the other artists 
paint the shirts freehand. 

"We do a lot of lettering and a 
lot of pets," Laiho said, as she 
placed the finishing touches on 
a USA Coca-Cola shirt. This 


order included a dozen shirts 
with the same design, but she 
has filled larger orders, 

“I did 60 sweatshirts once 
with people's names on them 
for a family reunion," Laiho 
said. 

The orders need not be that 
large, however. She can paint 
just one special sweatshirt for 
a customer. 

Sweats & More opened 
approximately eight months 
ago. The only products of the 
business are sweatshirts and 
sweatpants - both in a variety of 
colors and sizes, 

Laiho will paint whatever the 
customer wants, but the extra- 
vagant designs do come with a 
price. The charge is based on 
the number of hours estimated 
to do the work. 

“It usually ends up taking 
longer than we expect, so we 


are under-charging/' she said. 

Laiho uses a regular paint 
brush, and special fabric paints 
to complete the designs. 

The frustration really begins 
when a design is ruined and 
Laiho has to begin again. 

"It doesn't happen often, but 
once I was doing a really elabo- 
rate car design and had 
finished the car, and 1 misspel- 
led the name," Laiho said. 

Once the design is completed 
successfully, the owner can 
wash the shirt like a regular 
sweatshirt. 

Robert Dutko, manager of 
Sweats & More, said the 
painted sweatshirt, craze is in- 
tensifying and that, the more 
customers see of Laiho's work, 
the more they want. 

Dutko expects the sweatshirts 
and pants will be very popular 
as Christmas gifts. 

There is almost always an 
artist available at the store, so 
customers can talk with them 
directly to choose a suitable de- 
sign- 


Area business, students 
supporting tree festival

Community residents and 
business people are reaching 
out to help create a holiday fan- 
tasy for children. 

These people are donating 
time, money and creativity to 
the Festival of Trees, a benefit 
for Children's Hospital of 
Michigan. The annual fun- 
draiser creates a magical 
atmosphere with 100 profes- 
sionally decorated Christmas 
trees, a detailed gingerbread 
village, a garden of wreaths, 
entertainment and special 
appearances by Santa. 

The festivities begin today at 
Cobo Hall in Detroit. Proceeds 
are raised through corporate 
sponsorship of exhibits and 
special events, donations, sales 
of trees and other displays and 
a raffle. 

The Evergreen Endowment 
Fund at Children's Hospital of 
Michigan is the sole benefici- 
ary of the festival. It was 
formed in 1985 to fund research 
of childhood diseases. The fes- 
tival also began in 1985 and 
since then $510,000 has been 
raised for the fund. Festival 
organizers hope to raise 
$380,000 this year, bringing the 
total to almost $1 million. 

One of the more enjoyable 
ways for community 
businesses to participate in the 
festival is to design a tree. 

Sherry Hissong of Shirley 
Dean's Flowers in Inkster said 
since her store began partici- 


pating in the event three years 
ago, everyone helping out has 
had a good time, 

"Everybody looks forward to 
it coming. Then you know 
Christmas time is here," she 
said "It gets you right in the 
mood." 

Hissong said each tree desig- 
ner uses a different theme. Her 
store chose "Traditions of 
Christmas Past and Present." 
She is using small touches such 
as small nosegays, crystalized 
fruit and sparkle beads to en- 
hance the effect. 

A full day is needed to deco- 
rate a tree from top to bottom, 
Hissong said. She assigns the 
job to one person who tackles it 
during an eight-hour shift. 

Also popular with visitors of 
the festival is the elaborate 
gingerbread village consisting 
of 33 buildings, sidewalks, 
curbs and lights. Fourteen pro- 
fessional chefs and 19 culinary 
students will construct indi- 
vidual entries to complete the 
village. The buildings will be 
made of eatable ingredients 
such as chocolate, marzipan, 
royal icing, sugar and nougat. 
Nine of the student entries are 
from Wayne County Commun- 
ity College.

Silence won’t be golden 
for Bush administration 


The next 60 days will deter- 
mine if the Bush administration 
will be successful or a one-term 
failure.

Fed Reserve Board Chair- 
man Alan Greenspan has said 
“Bush will have to do something 
now, or I will be forced to raise 
interest rales/ 1 

Where is Bush? Where are his 
advisors? Where is Baker? 
Where are his friends that should 
be defending him? The rhetoric is 
starting to define Bush, the same 
way he defined Dukakis - weak 
and direction-less. 

The view from Wall Street is no 
less confusing. The bond market 
is still in a wait-and-see mode. 
Gold and siive* prices will move 
slower, giving yields a little 
slack. 

This week, the short-term trad- 
ers hear the rhetoric from 
Washington and look for safety in 
cash. However, favorable news 
and bargains will draw them 


back to the markets on the buy- 
side. 

Intermediate- and long-term 
traders will be closing out posi- 
tions that are selling at high mul- 
tiples and may be brought into 
the market for bargains. 

The market this week is look- 
ing for a sell-off to push it into an 
oversold position and, possibly, 
set the conditions for a rally. The 
market is getting itself into a 
negative position, one which 
would start by lowering earnings 
estimates and sales. 

This could start a major sell- 
off. Circumstances are ripe for 
this to occur. The fear of reces- 
sion, a weak president, a possible 
increase in interest rates, 
budgets out of control , . politics 
aren't "bean bag." I will settle for 
early session downward pressure 
and some last- session recovery.

Kennedy’s death was 
end of U.S. royalty

Don't let it be forgot . 
that once there was a spot t 
for one brief shining moment 
that was known as Camelot . 

The lines were a favorite lyric of former Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 

Nov. 22 marks the 25th anniversary of his death. 

On Nov. 22, 1963, two bullets, allegedly fired by 
a lone gunman in an abandoned Dallas ware- 
house, ended Kennedy's life. And the kingdom 
which came to be known as Camelot came 
crashing down. 

Many people remember where they were when 
Kennedy was shot. It was an event which jarred 
the national consciousness with unprecedented 
force. Comfortable and capable in front of the 
camera, Kennedy allowed Americans to have a 
private glimpse of his family, his friends and his 
everyday world. 

We all remember the pictures of John Jr,* 
“John- John," playing under his father's desk in 
the Oval Office. Pictures of John Kennedy, Jac- 
queline and Caroline sitting on the grass or walk- 
ing along the beach at Hyannis Port, Mass,, also 
come to mind. 

When Kennedy was assassinated, his death be- 
came a personal, painful loss for ail Americans 

“It seemed like JFK held so much promise, so 
much potential which had not yet unfolded,” said 
Michael Homel, a professor of history at Eastern 
Michigan University. “In many ways, it was like 
the death of a child.” 

The infancy of the Kennedy administration left 
much to be desired, according to Homel. Pres- 
idential performance in 1961 and 1962 on the 
domestic and foreign policy fronts “does not get 
high marks these days,” he said. 

But, he quickly added, in 1963, some things had 
begun to happen. 

“His endorsement of civil-rights legislation, 
that’s the first,” Homel said. “Then, the Kennedy 
administration was beginning to discover pover- 
ty in America, beginning to draw up policies to 
address that. In the area of foreign policy, in 1963, 
you had the nuclear test ban on testing in the 
atmosphere and Kennedy giving a speech, telling 
us it's time to question some of our long-held 
assumptions about the Cold War.” 

Since Kennedy’s death, public fascination with 
the Kennedy family has grown to a point beyond 
mere curiosity. Tabloids and talk shows consis- 
tently feature members of the family who are 
both in and out of the political arena. 

Homel speculated that the Kennedy s are the 
closest thing to royalty that America will ever 
see. 

“Americans are interested in the Donald 
Trumps, the Ford family, people with a lot of 
money,” Homel said. “They're very glamorous. 
There is a real fascination with the British 
royalty. 

“We've made the Kennedys America's royal 
family. They combine money, glamour, a sense of 
style and an interest in public life. Many mem- 
bers of the Kennedy family have wanted to be in 
the public eye. The Kennedys have courted this. 
The same thing existed with the Rockefellers a

few years ago," Homel said. 

Perhaps, the most intriguing question which 
historians ask themselves, Homel said, is “what 
if JFK had lived?” 

“We probably would have had 24 years of Ken- 
nedys in the White House,” said Rep. Lynn Owen 
ID-Maybee), “Who knows? If he had lived, it 
might have set up a very long regime for the 
Kennedys.” 

Owen was in an auto shop class at Willow Run 
High School when news of Kennedy s death fil- 
tered into the room, via a portable radio. 


U.S. Rep. William Ford (D-Taylor) worked for 
the Kennedy presidential campaign in I960. He 
was in Lansing when he heard the news of the 
President's death. 

At the time, Ford served in the state legislature 
on a part-time basis, before the position became 
full time. 

“1 was sitting in my law office,” Ford said. 
“The music was being pumped in. I was just talking 
to the banker about a mortgage. They interrupted 
the music with the news, 

“The effect it had on everybody . , , it was a 
lasting effect, as if he had been a family member. 
It was a devastating thing. Kennedy turned on a 
whole generation of people to the idea that public 
service was a good thing to do.” 

Rep. Justine Bams (D Westland) learned of 
Kennedy's death from her youngest son, after he 
returned from school. 

“In my lifetime, other than World War II, his 
death was the most traumatic experience this 
country has ever faced,” Bams said. 

It was Kennedy, who, as the captain of PT 109, 
risked his own life to save members of his crew. If 
was Kennedy, who, while addressing students at 
the University of Michigan, spawned the idea for 
the Peace Corps. 

It was Kennedy, who, during his inn augural 
address, told Americans “Ask not what your 
country can do for you but what you can do for 
your country.” 

Could Kennedy have led this country to a high- 
er, loftier peak? Could he have avoided the inevit- 
able scandal arising from his alleged love 
affairs? How would Kennedy handle the national 
deficit? The economic invasion of Japan and Ger- 
many? 

When Kennedy died, did Camelot die with him? 

Or, like the Broadway musical, was it always 
just a dream? 


Local reaction: Wherever they were, residents still remember 


The year was 1963. 

The torch had been passed to a 
new generation of Americans. 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy, the 
young, handsome, charismatic 
senator from Massachusetts, and 
his young and beautiful bride, 
Jackie, and their children were in 
the White House. 

The legend of Camelot was 
alive. 

For 1,000 days, America was 
young again. Americans could do 
anything - even place a man on 
the Moon. 

Then, on a bright and sunny 
day in Dallas, the dream became 
a legend, and the legend, a 
dream 

November 22, 1963. 

“A bomb fell on the city of 
Wayne, Friday,” were the words 
used by an Associated Newspap- 
ers staff writer to describe the 
reaction to President Kennedy's 
death that day. 

“ Although no fatalities were in- 
curred, the mental casualties 
among the residents were great. 
Business came to a quick halt. 
The stunning news shocked the

populace into a motionless state. 
City and federal offices im- 
mediately issued orders suspend- 
ing activity,” the writer reported. 
“Business establishments, chur- 
ches and schools closed down and 
prepared elaborate memorials. 
On Monday - a day set aside in 
memorium for the late 
“courageous leader” - John F 
Kennedy - the city of Wayne be- 


came a silent city of prayer and 
homage. Traffic practically dis- 
appeared.” 

Businesses and factories 
closed from noon until 3p.m. and 
many did not re-open until Tues- 
day. Sports events were either 
cancelled or postponed and most 
of the regularly scheduled gov- 
ernment meetings were can- 
celled. 

The Belleville Enterprise noted 
the community had “joined the 
world in mourning for our slain 
president.” One of the first ex- 
pressions of grief was a cere- 
mony conducted at the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post 4434 with 
more than 200 members present 
to hear Post Commander Jerry 
Maton deliver the eulogy. During 
a Freedom Fund Dinner in 
Sumpter Township a Nov. 23 
program “was conducted in a 
most reverent manner” to honor 
the slain president. 

Hundreds of people attended 
memorial services at St. Mary’s 
Church in Wayne and St. Nor- 
bert’s Church in Inkster Observ- 
ances also were conducted in 


Canton Township, Nankin 
Township (now the city of West- 
land), Inkster and Romulus. 

Is there an American who was 
part of that era who can ever to 
forget those tragic hours, the day 
that changed history, America 
and the world? 

We asked several local resi- 
dents that very question. 

■ Most people heard of the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy on the radio, while at 
school or at their place of work. 

State Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland) remembers exactly 
where he was when he first heard 
of the tragedy. 

Faust, then supervisor of 
Nankin Township, was working 
at his desk in the township hail, on 
Dorsey Road. The township clerk 
poked her head in his office and 
said the president had been shot. 

“Everything W'ent quiet,” 
Faust remembered. “We all 
walked into the clerk's office and 
sat , staring at the radio in silence, 
waiting for more news.” 

As township officials sat in the 


clerk's office, other township em- 
ployees, including current West- 
land Councilman and former 
Mayor Tom Brown, gathered 
outside the office doors. 

"All I remember is the quiet. 
I'm sure more than one silent 
prayer was said,” Faust said. 

Finally, reports of the presi- 
dent's death were verified. 

It wasn't until the supervisor 
went home that he would see the 
images that would affect his life 
forever. He remembers vividly 
the pictures of the first lady as 
she reached over the car for the 
hand of a Secret Service agent 
and later pictures of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the man accused of the 
assassination. 

“It seemed like America was 
falling apart,” Faust said. “John- 
son was being sworn into office. 
The goals were the same, but the 
methods were different.” 

“Kennedy changed presiden- 
tial politics forever I had a very 
special feeling for him,” Faust 
said. 

The Kennedy campaign was 
the first Faust worked on tireless- 


ly. Kennedy was a symbol of ev- 
erything the country could be. 

“He defined a national pur- 
pose, something no president has 
done since,” Faust said. “It was 
his enthusiasm that propelled me 
into a career of public office. ” 

Faust sounds disappointed 
when he talks of never having 
met Kennedy - he has met every 
president after Kennedy, But the 
image of the man which Amer- 
icans saw on their televisions has 
stayed with him. 

M “I remember exactly where 
I was,” said Dianne Neihengen, 
senior citizen coordinator for 
Canton Township. 

Neihengen was a junior at 
Dominican High School, in De- 
troit, when Kennedy was shot. 

She was in sixth-hour Spanish 
class. 

Neihengen was part of the 
“younger generation” of students 
and professionals whose ideals 
were greatly influenced by Ken- 
nedy,

•'After the announcement was 
made, we all went back to our 
home rooms,” Neihengen said, 
“It was an all-Catholic high 
school. The emotions were very 
high. It didn't seem like just a few 
people were affected. Everyone 
in the school was terribly, terr- 
ibly saddened. 

“I was devastated, just devas- 
tated, It was such a feeling of 
terrible sadness, like something 
precious had been taken away. It 
had a strong effect on my genera- 
tion. 

“In the 1950s, all politicians 
seemed to be older men. When he 
(JFK) was elected, it seemed as if 
he was inviting all age groups 
into government. There was 
tremendous hope. He made peo- 
ple feel very patriotic, as if work- 
ing for your country, doing for 


about a president since then like I 
did for him, and that's sad.” 

Did Neihengen think there w as 
a conspiracy to kill JFK? 

“Absolutely,” 

■ William Greenslait. Romu- 
lus fire chief, still remembers the 
day he heard that John F. Ken- 
nedy had been shot. 

The news arrived while 
Greenslait was shopping at the 
Sears shopping center, in Lincoln 
Park, 

“An elderly lady came out of 
the parking lot screaming and 
crying/' he said. 

Later, Greenslait and other 
people in the store heard official 
announcements from the radios 
and televisions in the store. 

“I think it was a great shock to 
everyone,” said Greenslait. 

Now, he said T no one really 
know the full impact of his death. 

“We don't know r it it would have 
been better or worse/ 1 he said. 


■ I was a student in my fresh- 
man year at W T ayne State Uni- 
versity,” recalled Dr, Emando 
Minghine* assistant superinten- 
dent of Westwood Schools . 
“ There were four of us in a car, 
listening to the radio, as w r e drove 
home from classes.” 

“Suddenly, the announcer 
came on/’ Minghine said. ”He 
said: 4 The President has been 
shot/ Then there was a very 
small pause, A lifetime, it 
seemed, until he uttered the rest. 
He had been mortally wnunded/ 

it 

“We pulled the car off to the 
service drive. And we sat there 
and listened. Believe me, there 
wasn't a dried eye in that car. We 
were all stunned,” 

In the young President Ken- 
nedy, Minghine said, the nation 
saw promise and opportunity. 

“And with his death, w T e felt 


that a part of us also had been 
lost,” 

Minghine later earned his de- 
gree at WSU and w f ent into the 
field of education. But, the day 
Kennedy was slain, he will never 
forget 

■ Wayne Councilman Thomas 
Kelly w r as like a lot other people. 
He looked up to John F. Kennedy. 
But Kelly was closer to the for- 
mer president than most others. 

”1 worked a great deal on his 
campaign and met him on a num- 
ber of occassions/ 1 Kelly said. 
“When he was killed, l got out of 
politics for a long time. It effected 
me that much.” 

Kelly, a native of New York, 
heard the news when he left the 
New York subway. 

“I was taking the subway to 
Brooklyn to take a test, when I 
heard that he was shot,” Kelly 
said. “It was just devastating. It 


was really gloom and doom in 
that school, 

“Everything kept going,” he 
said. “Everyone went about their 
business and life continued. But 
the atmosphere was so different. 

“There was a lot of silence and 
just disbelief. 

“He was a very intelligent per- 
son with a quick wit and very 
dynamic/' Kelly continued, “He 
brought a tremendous sense of 
class to politics, something that 
seemed to die with him. 

“1 always look back and say, 
what if? He just brought a great 
sense of hope, and I wonder how 
different the world would be if he 
lived,” 

■ Longtime Belleville resident 
and local historian. Park Greg- 
ory, recalled hearing the news of 
the assassination at the close of 


classes at Taylor Center High 
School where he was a teacher. 

Gregory said “fragmented 
news” about the assassination 
was piped through the public 
address system. A hush fell over 
the halls when students and 
teachers heard the news, he re- 
called.

Beat egg 
whites until stiff but not dry . Fold 
into egg yolk mixture. Butter and 
flour two 8-inch cake pans, then 
butter and flour two baking 
parchment rounds for the bot- 
toms. Pour mixture into the cake 
pans and bake for 1 hour. Re- 
move from the oven and cool in 
the pans. Then, turn gently onto 
cake racks. 

Mocha butter 
cream frosting 

1 cup sugar 
1/3 cup water 

1/4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

4 egg yolks 

5 ounces semi-sweet choco- 
late 

1/4 cup strong coffee 
1 1/2 cups sweet butter, sof- 
tened 

3 tablespoons brandy or dark 
rum 

In an enamel saucepan, boil 
sugar, 1/3 cup water and cream 
of tartar to soft-ball stage, or 235 
degrees on a candy thermo- 
meter. Beat egg yolks until pale 
and thick. Slowly beat hot sugar 
mixture into egg yolks and con- 
tinue beating until thick, in the 
top of a double boiler, melt the 
chocolate with the coffee over 
medium heat. Add chocolate to 
eggs, then beat in butter a little at 
a time until mixture is thick and 
smooth. Add rum and chill until 
thick enough to spread, about 30 
minutes. Frost torte layers 
generously, then frost sides and 
top and garnish with chocolate 
sprinkles or toasted slivered 
almonds. 



(LEFT-OVERS) 


Disguising the 
word is half 
of the battle

The day after Thanksgiving marks 
the beginning of two seasons - Christ- 
mas shopping and leftovers, 

As*the season continues, malls be- 
come packed with edgy shoppers, whp 
are becoming tired of turkey sand- 
wiches. The leftover syndrome con- 
tinues into December and January, be- 
cause of holiday meals and parties. 

However, a number of cooks have de- 
veloped techniques to increase the en- 
joyment of leftover dishes. 

Monica Dubiel, of Westland, has 
been successfully utilizing leftovers for 
years and believes creativity and lef- 
tovers should be used hand in hand. 

Cooking with leftovers is similar to 
the preparation of any meal, Dubiel 
said. The recipes she has created dur- 
ing the years have been popular with 
each ol her five sons. 

* ■ My sons always say, ‘Mom, you 
overdid it again/ ” Dubiel said. 

Experimenting is an important part 
of Dubiel's cooking. At times, she likes 
to be elaborate. She always enjoys 
being creative, 

Du biel' s cooking skills were polished 
after marriage. Until that time, she did 
not devote much time to food. 

Today, Dubiel's cooking extends 
beyond her family. Last Thursday, she 
prepared a meal for approximately 300 
Westland senior citizens. She enjoys 
cooking for groups but admits that pre- 
paring large feasts is very stressful. 

Thus, her best meals are those 
cooked for herself or for a small group, 
she said. 

"I like to (cook) when I'm by my- 
self/* she said. 

During those times, the creative 
ideas are plentiful, she explained. 

Dubiel thinks many cooks enjoy 
creativity and make good use of leftov- 
ers. With the expensive prices in the 
market today, most people are forced 
to eat leftovers, Dubiel said. 

“Food is too expensive right now to 
throw anything out/’ Dubiel said. “I 
just can't see doing that/* 

What follows are Dubiel's finest lef- 
tover recipes. 

Turkey loaf 

2 1/2 cup chopped turkey 

3 cups cooked rice 

1/4 cup chopped pimento 

1/3 cup chopped green pepper 

1/4 cup melted butter or margarine 

1 cup chicken or turkey broth 

1 cup condensed cream of mushroom 

aoup 

1 1/2 cup milk 
Salt to taste 

Combine turkey, rice, pimento, green 
pepper. Make a sauce with butter, soup 
and milk. Add salt. Thicken slightly with 
flour. Add turkey mixture. Cook slowly 
until weU blended. Pour into 9 by 12 inch 
loaf pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 mi- 
nutes. 

Turkey goulash 

1 medium green pepper 
1 small onion 

1 teaspoon butter or margarine 

1 1/2 cups chicken or turkey broth 

2 1/2 cups leftover turkey 

1 small can mushrooms 
Salt to taste 

Pepper to taste 

Cut onion and green pepper into strips. 
Saute in butter or margarine until tender 
but not brown. Add broth, mushroom, tur- 
key, salt and pepper. Simmer 15 minutes. 
Thicken slightly with dash of cornstarch. 
Serve over boiled potatoes. 

Turkey casserole 

30 crackers 

1/4 tablespoon paprika 

2 tablespoons lemon Juice 
1 tablespoon grated onion 
3/4 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1 1/2 cups real mayonnaise

Mix turkey, celery, pickles and eggs 
together lightly. Mix salad dressing, 
lemon juice and salt until smooth. Gent- 
ly stir salad dressing into turkey mix- 
ture. Chill thoroughly. Serve on lettuce 
leaves. 

Turkey gumbo soup 

3 cups turkey or chicken broth 
1/2 cup onion, chopped 
1/4 cup celery, chopped 
1 10-ounce package okra, cut, frozen 

1 16-ounce can tomatoes 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1/4 cup rice, uncooked 

2 cups turkey, cooked and diced 

Heat broth to boiling. Add vegetables, 
seasonings, rice and turkey. Cover and 
cook slowly 15 minutes, until vegetables 
and rice are tender. 

Crabmeat party appetizers 

1 8-ounce package cream cheese, 
softened 

1 6-ounce can crabmeat, well-drained, 
flaked 

1/4 cup green onion siloes 
1 garlic dove, minced 
6 egg roll wrappers, cut Into quarters 

1 egg , beaten 

Combine cream cheese, crabmeat, 
onions and garlic. Mix well. Spoon 1 tab- 
lespoon cream cheese mixture onto cen- 
ter of each eggroll quarter.

2 8-ounce packages cream cheese, 


I 3 cups diced turkey

Break crackers into coarse crumbs. 
Toss with paprika. Set aside. In a large 
bowl mix lemon juice with onion, salt, 
pepper, and mayonnaise. Add turkey, cel- 
ery, almonds, 1/2 cup of crumbs. Mix 
well Turn into buttered shallow casserole 
dish Sprinkle remaining crumbs and 
cheese on top. Bake in preheated oven at 
350 degrees for approximately 25 minutes 
Cheese should be lightly browned.

For the stock: 

Turkey carcass, meat broken Into 
small places 

2 medium onions, chopped 

2 ribs of celery with leaves, diced 

1/2 cup diced carrot 

1/2 cup diced leek (optional) 

1/2 cup diced turnip (optional) 

1 dove garlic, minced 
Dash of salt 

Spice bouquet (two teaspoons 
Parsley, thyme leaves, bay 
Leaf wrapped In cheese doth) 

For the soup 

2 tablespoons minced onion 
1 dove minced garflc 

1 tablespoon butter or margarine 

1 cup diced carrot 

1 12 cup diced celery 

1/2 cup finely chopped mushrooms 

1 1/2 tablespoons flour 

6 to 7 cups stock 

1 teaspoon margarine 

Dash of salt 

Dash of pepper 

1 cup cooked barley or rice or 

1/3 cup raw barley or rice 

1 cup diced turkey meat 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh parsley or 
1 teaspoon dried parsley flakes 

Begin with stock. Combine stock ingre- 
dients in large pot. Simmer 2 to 3 hours. 


Strain to skim off fat. Remove bones but 
save meat sticking to them. Discard 
leaves. In food processor, puree remain- 
ing vegetables. Save separately from 
meat stock. 

Now, start making the soup. In large 
saucepan, saute onions and garlic in but- 
ter or margarine. Add carrots, celery and 
mushrooms. Heat and stir at medium 
heat 3 to 5 minutes. Add flour. Heat and 
stir I minute. Add turkey stock, margar- 
ine, salt, pepper and barley or rice. Bring 
to boil Reduce heat. Partially cover 
sauce pan. 

Simmer approximately l hour. Add 
diced turkey. The vegetables left from 
the stock may be added or saved for 
another recipe. 

Turkey-broccoli casserole 

4 ounces (3 cups) uncooked noodles 

1 10-ounce package broccoli spears, 
frozen 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/4 teaspoon dry mustard 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 

2 cups milk 

1 cup processed cheddar cheese, 
shredded 

3 cups turkey, cooked and diced 

Cook noodles and broccoli as directed 
on packages. Drain, Melt butter or mar- 
garine. Stir in flour and seasonings. Add 
milk slowly. Cook, stirring constantly 
until thickened. Remove from heat. Add 
cheese and stir until melted. Dice broc- 
coli stems. Leave flowerets whole. 

Place noodles, broccoli stems and tur- 
key in 8- by-8-by -2-inch baking dish. Pour 
cheese over ingredients in baking dish. 
Arrange broccoli flowerets on top, press- 
ing them into sauce. Bake, uncovered, at 
350 degrees for 25 minutes or until 
bubbly.

2 hard-boiled eggs, chopped 

1/2 cup salad dressing, mayonnaise

1 tablespoon lemon Juice 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
6 lettuce leaves 


4 ounces blue cheese crumbles 
1 teaspoon dried basil leaves, 
crushed 

1/2 cup finely chopped walnuts, 
toasted 

Combine cream cheese, blue cheese 
and basil, mixing at medium speed on 
electric mixer until well blended. Stir in 
walnuts. Chill. Serve with assorted 
crackers and bread slices. 

Turkey-time tips 

For turkey-makers who need a few 
words of advice from experts, a turkey 
hotline is available. The hotline is spon- 
sored by the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Staffed by home economists, the hotline 
is in operation weekdays from 10 a m. to 4 
pm, On Thanksgiving Day, the hotline 
hours are 8 a.m. to 2 p.trr 

The hotline number is 1-800-535-4555. 

Often-asked questions by hotline callers 
include the use and handling of leftovers. 
U.S. Department of Agriculture officials 
offering the following advice. 

• After the turkey is cooked, you have 
two hours to serve it and refrigerate or 
freeze the leftovers. Bacteria and food 
poisoning are potential threats after the 
two-hour limit. 

• It is important to take out all of the 
stuffing from the turkey as soon as you 
remove the bird from the oven. Extra 
stuffing can be kept in the oven at 200 
degrees while eating, or it can be re- 
frigerated. 

• Large quantities of leftovers should be 
divided into smaller portions and stored in 
several small or shallow, covered con- 
tainers. This allows the food to become 
colder more quickly. 

• Leftover turkey remains edible in the 
refrigerator for three to four days. Stuf- 
fing and gravy should be used within one 
or two days Bring leftover gravy to a 
rolling boil before serving. 

• For longer storage, package items in 
freezer paper or heavv-duty aluminum 
foO and freeze them. 

Frozen turkey, stuffing and gravy 
should be used within one month.

The 132 acres of holiday evergreens 
mean more than 6,000 trees will be 
available to adorn area households 
this year. 

Growing at the farm are scotch 


pines, red pines, Austrian pines and 
blue spruces. The trees can be cut, 
while some can be uprooted, wrap- 
ped in burlap and replanted else- 
where. 

Each year, hundreds of Christmas- 
tree hunters end up at Boughan's to 
experience the traditional method of 
“fetching the Christmas tree,” 
according to Essie Boughan, wife of 
the owner, Ken, 

“The real Christmas tree is the 
thing we've had for hundreds of 
years. It’s a tradition to get a real 
tree. And it’s an experience to go out 
and cut your own tree. It’s how the 
trees were taken in the past,” Essie 
Boughan explained. 

What makes people return to cut- 
your-own tree farms each year is the 
ability to pick “the perfect tree,” The 
beauty and smell of a live tree are 
also great incentives, Boughan said, 
Boughan's is the oldest of cut-your- 
own tree farms in lower Michigan. 
The business was started in 1951 by 
Ken's parents.

Growing the trees is a special art - 
and a year-round task, Boughan ex- 
plained . 

"We take a little break until about 
March. Then, we start to plant seeds 
when the ground thaws. As the trees 
grow, we straighten them out with a 
stake and make it nice and straight. 
Then, we start pruning/’ Boughan 
said. 

The process of caring for the trees 
continues throughout the summer 
months. Trees are watered, and anlj- 
disease or weed-control substances 
are applied near tree bases. 

This tender- loving care continues 
until tree hunters appear early in 
November, although Thanksgiving 
weekend and the few weeks before 
Christmas are the busiest times. 

Those wishing to cut their own tree 
this year, Boughan said, can expect 
heights of between 6 and 7 feet. 
OccasionaEy, an 8-foot beauty is 
available. 

The trees can be cut as early as 
early November and remain fresh 
until Christmas, Boughan said. 

Saws for cutting are generally pro- 
vided at all tree farms. Tree prices 
at the Boughan farm are $18 for 
scotch, red and Austrian pines, $20 
for a blue spruce tree and $55 for a 
tree that is uprooted and wrapped in 
burlap.

o doubt about it . . . It's 
time to celebrate and have 
a Rood time! 

But how does one start? 

People are constantly trying to de- 
termine how to make their party bet- 
ter than the last one they attended 
Roz Stem, event planner at Toss A 
Party, in Farmington Hills, believes 
she has the answers. 

"One of the best ways to make a 
great party is to plan it well. Coor- 
dination of a party is very important 
in the planning,” Stem said. “Plan 
this out and know what your budget 
is.” 

The budget for a party; Stem said, 
is very important. Skimping in some 
areas is possible, but cost-cutting 
should never eliminate the elegance 
of the event. 

"Most people know what their 
guests are like and know what kind 
of food and drinks and entertainment 
they like. They should do something 
to make their guests feel right,” she 
said. "Plan out the food, which in- 
cludes sweets and hors d'oeuvres, 
and know what they want to drink. ” 

But planning isn’t only food and 
spice and everything nice. Eating 
utensils, napkins and other holiday 
party accessories are very impor- 
tant. 


“They should know what supplies 
they’ll need. They need to know what 
plates to use, the kinds of napkins, 
decorations to be put out,” she said. 
"There's really a time frame in- 
volved.

"Give yourself plenty of time, at 
least six weeks. Now, they’re getting 
late in the season. Planning a party 
now, you might have to leave it sim- 
ple - but elegant - or go to a profes- 
sional planner,” Stem continued. 

The best time for a Christmas par- 
ty is any time. Stem said. 

"You can have a Christmas party 
anytime, and I really believe that. 
It’s OK to have them earlier,” she 
said. 

To spice up the yuletide event, 
Stem suggests using balloons, which 
are more popular than even 

“Balloons have become very soph- 
isticated. There are balloon sculp- 
tures and balloon Christmas trees. 
They make the room really light 
up,” she said. 

In addition, lighted candles, fresh- 
flower arrangements and musicians 
playing always make impressive 
sights, Stem said. But, she added, 
color is an important factor in plan- 
ning a Christmas party. Bright nap- 
kins or ribbons crisscrossing the 
table are classy frills ■
